Traffic accident deaths during 
the nation's Christmas holiday 
weekend fell sharply lower than 
last year's yuletide record and 
broke a chain of nine successive 
holiday records. 


The toll was 561 as the 78-hour 
period ended at midnight. 


Last 
year, 
the 
three-day 
Christmas weekend brought 720 
traffic deaths. 


The count for the weekend 
just ended is subject to upward 
revision from delayed reports of 
fatalities, but it was clearly un­ 
der the 650 to 750 deaths esti­ 
mated by the National Safety 
Council before the holiday. 


A safety council spokesman 
said

weekend 
snowstorm 
which covered a broad swath of 
the nation from Oklahoma to 
New England kept perhaps a 
million motorists at home, cut­ 
ting travel and accidents.

The Associated Press surveyed 
traffic accident death from 6 
p.m. (local time), Friday, Dec.

Soviets Blast 


At Spellman 


MOSCOW ^AP) — Communist 
commentators 
are 
aiming 
heavy barrages at Francis Car­ 
dinal Spellman, accusing him of 
contradicting the words of Popa 
Paul VI by the statements he 
has been making to U.S. troops 
in South Vietnam. 


Cardinal Spellman, the Ro­ 
man Catholic vicar of the U.S. 
armed forces and archbishop of 
New York, was traveling in 
South Vietnam today and could 
not be reached for commtoi on 
the accusations. 


A taped recording at the car­ 
dinal’s sermon at a Mass at Tan 
Son Nhut airbase near Saigon 
Saturday called the Vietnam 
conflict a “war for civilization." 


**We do hope and pray," the 
sermon continued, "through the 
valor, the dedication, the serv* 
ice of our men and women ot 
our armed forces, we shall soon 
have the victory for which all 
us in Vietnam and all over the 
w'orld are praying and hoping, 
for less than victory is incon­ 
ceivable." 


The Soviet government paper 
Izvestia said Monday the cardi-1 
nal was neglecting the Biblical 
commandment. “Thou shalt not | 
kill." It added that "militant ! 
sermons" by the cardinal to 
U.S. troops were "in sharp dis-1 
sonance with recent statements 
of Pope Paul VI. who appealed 
for an end to tha Moody kill­ 
ing." 


In the same tone. Communist 
N(M‘ih Vietnam followed up to­ 
day with an attack on the cardi­ 
nal, calling him "a reactionary 
under a priest's cloak.” The 
Hanoi paper Nhan Dan accused 
him of having "toudly clamored 
for the intensificattoo oi the 
U.S. aggressive war."

CORONADO, Calif. <AP^ - 
Viet Cong terrorists in Vietnam 
are running into lethal opposi­ 
tion from the U.S. Navy’s Black 
Berets, an elite group of guerril­ 
la fighters who are the seagoing 
counterparts 
of 
the 
Army’s 
Green Berets. 


Called SEIALS, because they 
are transported by sea, air or 
land, the Black Berets train at 
the Navy amphibious base here 
to become expeits in unconven­ 
tional warfare. 


*‘We are using the Viet Cong’s 
hit and run tactics to harass 
them as much as they harass 
us.” says Capt. Phil H. Buck- 
lew, commander of the Navy’s 
special <H>erations mission.

There are about 200 of the 
amphibious 
commandos, 
all 
combat veterans of underwater 
demolition teams. 


Elxperience in diving and the 
use of explosives is required for 
assignment to the SEIALS, who 


I are trained in Jungle aurvival, 
! hand-to-hand 
combat 
and 
knowledge of weaponry. They 
also study the languages, poli­ 
tics and religions of the Far 
East. 


Much of the SEAL itory is 
classified information, but Capt. 
Bucklew says the units have 
been most effective in carrying 
the war to the Viet Cong. 


They are tough and competent 
men, says Bucklew, adding that 
“they have to be to survive. A 
simple cough by one member of 
a team can ruin an entire mis­ 
sion.” 


Many SEALS have had M 
months duty in Vietnan, he 
said, six times the normal tour.

Bucklew described the typical 
mission as “sneaking, slinking, 
waiting and watching.'* Hie 
teams patrol Vietnam's rivers 
in rubber rafts or sampans, and 
set up ambushes to intercept the 
Viet Cong. 


How did the Navy get in­ 
volved in guerrilla warfare? 


“About four years ago. Presi­ 
dent John F. Kennedy asked a 
meeting of the National Security 
Council: 'What are we doing to 
p r o v i d e 
counterinsurgency 
forces?*'” Bucklew saki. 


The Army had its special 
forces, the Air Force its air 
commandos 
and the Marine 
Corps said all its men were 
being trained in guerrilla war­ 
fare. 


The Navy said It had SEALS. 
“Actually,” 
Bucklew 
sakl, 
“SEALS were just on paper and 
not many knew who had the 
paper. But It gave us our start.”
